Joshua Allen, Employed with the 


Union Gas and Electric Com­ 


pany, Fractured Skull 


Washin gton Allen , a jeweler of this 
city , was called to Cin cin n ati today 
on accou n t of the death of his brother, 
who was killed by a fall from a¡ladder 
y esterday aftern oon . 
The Cin cin n ati 
En qu irer has the followin g story of 
the acciden t today : 
“ In directly the break in the big 
water main y esterday morn in g was re­ 
spon sible for the 
v iolen t death 
of 
Joshn a Allen , aged 45, a met8 r setter 
in the employ of the Un ion Gas an d 
Electric compan y , who liv ed at Wade 
an d John streets. 
Had n ot the acci­ 
den t occu rred Allen wou ld hav e re­ 
main ed at hig home with his family . 
He was, howev er, sen t on an emer­ 
gen cy call with a n u mber of other 
employ ee of the compan y to remov e 
meters in the hou ses on Garlan d place, 
which had boen damaged by the water. 
While the men were en gaged in re­ 
mov in g 
the 
meters Su perin ten den t 
Miller was 
in formed of trou ble in 
an other part of the oity , an d Allen 
an d Edwin Sin clair of 6 30 Du dley 
street, were dispatched on this work. 
It was fon n d n ecessary fo secu re a 
twen ty -foot ladder an d the two men 
were sen t to the West En d Car Works 
to procu re on e. 
“ The ladder was on the secon d story 
an d Allen wen t u p to get it, while Sin ­ 
clair remain ed ou tside to receiv e it. 
Allen han ded it throu gh the win dow 
to Sin clair. 
As soon a Sin clair had it 
he shon ted u p to Allen : ‘I ’v e got it, 
leav e go. 
“ Allen ev iden tly did n ot hear, how­ 
ev er, for he held on to the ladder. 
In 
droppin g, the weight of the big ladder 
carried Allen ou t of the win dow with 
it. 
He fell to the grou n d, receiv in g 
fractu res of the base an d v ortex of 
the sku ll. 
He was hu rried to the City 
Hospital in Patrol 1, bu t died a few 
min u tes after his arriv al there. 
His 
body was remov ed to the morgu e. 
“ Allen was in the employ of the gas 
compan y for ov er twen ty -fiv e y ears 
an d has a son employ ed in the same 
capacity as he.”

The officials are confident of p roving 
the guilt of the accused men, and it is 
stated that they have evidence that 
after the m urder of Lucy, Philp ott, Du 
Boise and Sturgess went to Hamilton, 
where they remained for several days, 
sp ending considerable money. 
Sturgess is ap p arently in the dep th 
of desp air over his arrest. The man is 
ghastly p ale and extremely nervous. 
W hen an officer arrived from Rich­ 
mond Sturgess willing consented to 
come to this city without extradition 
p roceedings. 
The accused man said 
he wTas emp loyed at Connersville at 
the time of the murder. 
His family 
was then residing in Milton. 
He says 
that on the night of the m urder he and 
two friends sat up at Connersville 
most of the night for amusement. 
Sturgess has a wife and two chil­ 
dren, the oldest being nine. 
The p art­ 
ing at Hamilton was one of the most 
p athetic scenes the Richmond officer 
had ever witnessed.

Pennsylvania's 
Capitol 
Scandal 
Gets 


Its First Airing in Court. 
Harrisburg, Pa., Jan. 27 .—The first 
of 
the 
thirty-seven 
criminal 
suits 
against form er state officers, contract­ 
ors and others 
connected with the 
building and furnishing of the new 
cap itol of Pennsylvania was brought 
to trial in the Daup hin county court 
today before Judge Kunkel. 
The de­ 
fendants in the suits listed for trial 
first are Architect Josep h M. Huston 
and Contractor John Sanderson, Phil­ 
adelp hia; form er Auditor General Wil­ 
liam P. Snyder, Sp ring City; former 
State T reasurer William L. Mathues 
of Media and Jam es M. Shum aker of 
Johnstown, form er sup erintendent of 
p ublic grounds and buildings. 
The defendants are charged with 
consp iracy to cheat and defraud the 
state out of $135,000 by falsifying the 
weight and m easurem ents of certain 
furnishings sup p lied by Sanderson un­ 
der his p er-foot and p er-p ound contract 
with the board of grounds and build­ 
ings. 
The p rosecution has selected 
five cases against these defendants to 
be tried first. 
The suits against Congressman H. 
Burd Cassel of the Pennsylvania Con­ 
struction comp any, who sup p lied the 
metallic furniture for the cap itol, who 
is under indictment on charges of con­ 
sp iracy and false p retense, and the 
rem aining eight defendants in these 
p rosecutions will be tried later. 
The 
total cost of the cap itol was $13,000,- 


0 0 0 , of which $ 1,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 wras exp ended 
by the building commission for con­ 
struction and $9 ,000,000 by the board 
of grounds and buildings for furnish­ 
ings. 
Sanderson’s contract amounted 
to $5,48 7 ,8 9 9 , and his p rofit in some in­ 
stances is alleged to have been as 
much as 4000 p er cent. 
Huston de­ 
signed the cap itol and the furnishings 
and received in 
commissions more 
than $400,000. 
Shum aker is accused 
of having failed to audit the bills of 
Sanderson and other contractors and 
with having accep ted H uston’s certifi­ 
cations that the work was according 
to sp ecifications. 
M athues is alleged 
to have p aid the kills and Snyder is 
said to have p assed the hills without 
them having been audited in either 
case. 
Many of the furnishings sup p lied by 
Sanderson and other contractors will 
be p roduced by the commonwealth be­ 
fore the jury and exp erts will be call­ 
ed to showr that they are not up to the 
sp ecifications and that the p rices were 
excessive and not according to con­ 
tract. Exp erts in metallic and wrooden 
furniture, marble and other furnish­ 
ings will he called as witnesses by 
e^ch side.

The 
p resident declares that ruin would 
have followed the adop tion of any 
other p olicy toward the Philip p ines 
than that outlined by William McKin­ 
ley and carried forward through these 
nine years, and asserts trium p hantly 
that there is no brighter p age in his­ 
tory than that dealing with the rela­ 
tion between the strong and the weak 
in those islands. 
He adds th at the 
Filip inos ‘have yet a long way to trav­ 
el before they will be fit for comp lete 
self-government.” 
Secretary T aft’s rep ort records his 
observations on his recent visit to the 
islands to the extent of nearly eighty 
p rinted p ages. Generally sp eaking, the 
secretary is op timistic in a high degree 
in 
treating 
on 
this 
subject, 
even 
though he cannot fix a time for declar­ 
ing the indep endence of the islands. 
In answ er to the critics who have 
made “the most astounding and unfair 
statem ents in resp ect to the cost to the 
United States of the Philip p ines,” he 
figures out a total annual exp enditure 
of $5,000,000, and he vigorously denies 
the failure of the Philip p ine p olicy. 
He says that great changes have oc­ 
curred in the islands. 
The p eop le are 
now anxious to have the American sol­ 
diers retained. 
There is a high stan­ 
dard 
of 
adm inistration 
of 
justice. 
Nothing is more p op ular than the con­ 
stabulary. 
There are no q uestions be­ 
tween the governm ent and the Roman 
Catholic church, unless the Aglip yan 
schism can be said to be involved. 
Peace p revails in a greater degree 
than ever before in the history of the 
islands. The magnificent Benguet road 
is now justified by the results ob­ 
tained. 
The secretary is willing to limit the 
am ount of sugar and tobacco that can 
be exp orted to the United States. 
He 
p redicted a develop ment of business 
within twenty-five years that will make 
the Filip inos themselves stand high in 
the world's industrial p op ulations. His 
recom mendations are that Philip p ine 
p roducts he admitted into the United 
States free of duty under reasonable 
limitations: that p resent restrictions 
be removed on the acq uisition of min­ 
ing p rop erties: that the Philip p ine gov­ 
ernm ent be authorized to conduct an 
agricultural hank, and finally that the 
islands he exemp ted from the op era­ 
tions of the coastwise ship p ing laws.

The late law 
is of such character that there is no option left the Treasurer 
but to enforce the collection

The owner of property on the first day of March in any year, sha ll, be liable for the taxes of that year. The purchaser of property on the first day of March shall be 
considered as owner on that day.—Bee. 106. 
All the property, both personal and real, situated in any county, shall be liable for the payment of all taxes, penalties, interests and costs to the owners thereof, in such 
county, and no partial payment of such taxes, penalties, interests or costs shall ditcharge or release any part or portion of such property until the whole be paid; which lien shall 
in no wise be affected or destroyed by any sale or transfer of any such personal property - See. 644, R » . 
The Treasurer has no op tion in rebating the p enalty on taxes allowed to go delinquent. Taxp ayers are p articularly notified that all Road Tax is 
due and p ayable with the first installment. No County Orders will be p aid to p ersons owiDg Delinquent Taxes, and all p arties are warned against 
buying the same. 
The annual sale of Delinquent Lands and Lots will tak e p lace on the Second Monday in February, 1908.

Michigan has 
declined from 23 per cent of the total 
in 18 8 0 to less than 6 par cent last 
year. 
An increased cut in some of the 
Southern States and on the Pacific 
coast is now making up for the defici­ 
ency in the older States, but at the 
rate the newer regions are being cut 
o ff they w ill soon reach their lim it o f 
production. 
Apparently there is no 
escape from a diminished output of 
lumber^and higher priefs, although the 
time may be postponed by 
careful 
handling of the remining forest areas.

A “secret ty ran n y at wo rk in Ameri­ 
ca” is alleged b y Gertru de Atherto n tc 
b e the cau se in great p art o f “lack o f 
o rigin ality , o f 
v iriflty . o f elemen tal 
fire,” In the large an n u al o u tp u t o f 
American writers o f fictio n . 
Mrs. Ath­ 
erto n asserts that the Eu ro p ean writer 
has greater lib erty to p ain t with a free 
b an d, to essay “in div idu al literary cre­ 
atio n .” To q u o te fu rther fro m a recen t 
in terv iew with tills gifted au tho r: 


But in America originality Is not wanted 
by the powers that govern our literary 
output. 
A certain arbitrary school of 
writers has erected here a narrow con­ 
ventional standard, a hard and fast rule, 
to which the would be author, with a 
message all his own. is bound as to some 
Procrustean bed whose painful limitations 
are repressive of genius and bring all who 
come within its Influence to one dead 
level of sameness, of mediocrity, of hope- 
lessly middle class effort. 
We must write 
of the small 
tilings of life, we must 
paint in miniature, we must view Amer­ 
ica as a stage upon which the great 
dramas of humanity are not acted, if we 
wish to be numbered among the elect in 
this pitiful school that at present seems 
to have the literary conscience of this 
country In its keeping. 
Ar.d until this 
standard is withdrawn, until tlie bars that 
guard the way to the limitless pastures of 
imaginative 
literature are taken down, 
the bootis that are written in America 
will surely not mirror this country's mani­ 
fold. seething life, will not be typical of 
our complex national existence. 


Mrs. Atherto n herself stru ggled lo n g 
fo r a reco gn itio n o f her wo rk, which 
b o ars the stam p o f o rigin ality , an d her 
latest n o v el so o n to o k ran k amo n g the 
“b est sellers.” She say s that the ty ran ­ 
n y referred to is ex ercised b y a scho o l 
o f 
writers, 
“the 
magazin e 
scho o l/ 
which has taken to itself the o ffice o f 
literary cen so r, an d that it eman ates 
u n co n scio u sly 
fro m 
William 
Dean 
Ho wells. The stan dard set b y Ho wells 
an d 
fo llo wed 
b y 
a 
large 
b o dy 
o f 
writers, a “so rt o f literary aristo cra­ 
cy ,” is describ ed as “ho p elessly n ar­ 
ro w', fin icky , co mmo n p lace in its co n ­ 
cep tio n an d treatmen t o f thin gs.” Mrs. 
Atherto n co n tin u es: 


Undoubtedly this magazine school has 
taught sdrne people how to write who 
possibly never would have developed Into 
anything otherwise, but that is rather a 
negative virtue after all. 
I confess that 
at the beginning of my literary career i 
could make nothing of this school. 
I 
couldn't write the way it demanded, and 
so I went to England and obtained the 
recognition I needed there. 
It is a curious thing, but England with 
its venerable literary antecedents has no 
hard and fast standard to Impose upon 
the writer. There is a perfect hunger for 
something new among both British pub­ 
lishers and public that is quite refreshing 
to the writer who lias wearied of strug­ 
gling with the Howells cult. 
Here the 
critics and the publishers are positively 
frightened at anything new. 
Mrs. Atherto n admits that it Is u n ­ 
fair to lay all b lame fo r the “su p p res­ 
sio n o f o rigin ality ” in American n o v els 
to an y scho o l o f writers, fo r “it is the 
p u b lic in the last reso rt that is to 
b lame.” 
She also p redicts that the 
time 
will 
u n do u b tedly 
co me 
when 
there will b e at least two stan dards o f 
literary ex cellen ce reco gn ized in this 
co u n try an d that writers who m o rig­ 
in ality stirs with an u n co u q u erab le 
fo rce an d with the gift to create life 
in fictio n as It Is fo u n d In the real 
wo rld will giv e the American p u b lic 
a glimp se o f so methip g n ew, so me­ 
thin g to remain as an “ in sp iratio n to 
tru e effo rt in American literatu re.” 
In the co u rse o f the in terv iew Mrs. 
Atherto n dro p s a hin t as to her o wn 
stan dard fo r fictio n , say in g: 


AH subjects are good for the novelist, 
but the latter must be able to tell some­ 
thing worth while, something original, of 
the phase of life which he makes his 
theme, else the picture he would convey 
will be false alike to art and morals. 
And then, above all, there is.the canon of 
literary taste which, in the case of a ver­ 
itable master, must decide infallibly where 
the novelist is to stop in the treatment of 
a disagreeable theme from real life. 
The point is also made that the 
great novelist should be able at times 
to present an “ impersonality of style,” 
an aloofness in sympathy with the 
traits of the characters be is depicting. 
At the same time great writers must 
know all about the people and the con­ 
ditions they would describe.

Mr. Hope-Jon es n ow lives in Elmira, 
N. Y. 
He in stalled on e of bis in stru­ 
men ts in S t Patrick’s cath edral, in 
New York city , two y ears ago, an d 
on e of h is organ s is to be in stalled in 
th e Cath edral of St. Joh n th e Divin e, 
in New York. Th e con tract was award­ 
ed to h im after a committee of th e 
Ocean Grove association h ad con sult­ 
ed some of th e foremost organ ists in 
th e Un ited States. 
“Th e Ocean Grove in strumen t will 
be th e most powerful in th e world,’* 
said Mr. Hope-Jon es th e oth er n igh t. 
“It will n ot be th e largest, because 
with Improvemen ts of recen t y ears 
n ot so much space will be n eeded. 
It 
will h ave some devices wh ich h ave 
n ever before been used. 
On e of th e 
most in terestin g of th ese will be an 
electric sy stem wh ich will preserve th e 
proper ton e of th e in strumen t, n o mat­ 
ter wh at th e weath er may be. 
Th is 
device will be of th e greatest impor­ 
tan ce in th e Ocean Grove Auditorium, 
because it is so n ear th e water.

By th is 
mean s h e will be able to graduate th e 
stren gth of h is diapason s, flutes an d 
trumpets ex actly as desired. 
“For in stan ce, th e gieat tuba mira- 
bilis will be voiced on fifty in ch es of 
win d an d will in itself ex ceed in pow*- 
er th e wh ole of an y organ h ith erto 
built. 
Because it will be in closed in 
brick w*ork an d so arran ged oth erwise 
its ton e may be allowed free scope or 
may be reduced to a mere wh isper 
th at will n ot overpower a sin gle solo 
voice.
